Engineering 
pay rises

The Greek authorities are 
trying to evict from Mount 
Athos, an allnale monastic 
community in northern Greece, 
four mo: who invaded and 


seized control of Karakalou, 
one of the peninsula's 20 main 
monasterles. 


The gendarmerie intervened 
at the request of the ruling 
council of Mount Arhos, on 
which all 20 monasteries are 
represented. However, the 
invaders barricaded themselyes 
inside Karakalou, an eleventh- 
century fort-like complex arid 
gave a warning that they would 
resist. 

The four monks are led by 
Archimaadrite Stefanos Laha- 
nis, who had been dismissed as 
Abbot of Karakalou in 1973, 
after accusations of sacrilege.

“ My last message will be a 
quiet and peaceful invitation to 
hope. Whatever your age, or 
your past, or your station in 
life, I would like zo say to you : 
“Life is possible, hone is pos- 
sible, love is possible’”, he 


said: 

He described the Second Vati- 
car Council as “the greatest 
gift of God to the Church ' in 
tiris century ”. The coupcil was 
not a code of dead texts. It was 
a spirit, a dynamism, a message,

His cone ۴ 
tacts included Gustave Doré 
whom the new firm introduced 
to England.

Jm his last years, as the pub- 
ications turned more towards 
higher quality books and origi” 
n Publications, Cassell 
despite his declining health 
zurued to new Flelds. While 
touring America to promote

was again near bankruptcy. His

From Mr William Bell and other 
Sir, We have been concerned for 
some time at the way in which the 
Environment 
seems to be neglecting some of its 
responsibilities in relation to ا‎ 
tectural conservation, but Dr Arnold 
Taylor's letter {January 31) 2 
a state of affairs even more dire 
than we had supposed. 
It is particularly sad thar this 
should be so when we have an 
Environment Secre: clearly com- 
mirred to conservation, whio has 
taken wise and often courageotts 
decisions on individual threatened 
buildings since he has been in 
office. Our admiration should not, 
however, blind us to the fact that 
important parts of his department 
are in disarray. The fact that fewer 
than five investigators are now 
employed full time on the vital 
work of listing buildings ir’ the 
whole of England and Wales is aly 
one symptom, of a department whic 
seems intent on its owr destruction. 
The rundown of irs ancient monu-

MISS OLIVE GILBERT - 


' Distinguished association with thé 
productions of Ivor Novello 


` Miss Olive Gilbert, the singer, 
who died yesterday, wil] be best 
remembered for the great part 


she played -in the success of , 


many of Ivor Novello's musical 
productions. : 


Born ia Carmarthen she sang 


the contralto parts witb the 
Carl Rosa Opera Company for 
many years. She was heard as 
Carmen, Delilah, Mignon and 
Suukî and her melodious voice, 
her acting ability and her im- 
Poi presencê soon êstab- 
ished her as a warm favourite 
with audiences. 

Her association with Ivor 
Novello was the turning point 


of her career. She joined his . 


company far the production of 
Glamorous Night in May 1935 
and she remained with him 
until his death in 1951. lt was 
characteristic of him that he 
retaiaed for show after show 
what waş almost a sştoçk com- 
pany. The Old Novellians, as 
they used to be called, included 
Mıss Gilbert Mr Robert 


Andrews, Mr Peter Graves and’ 


rhe late Miss Minnie Rayuer

` PROFESSOR FRANZ SONDHEIMER 


Professor Franz Sondheimer, 
FRS, who died in Stanford, 
California, oo February 11, was 
a distinguished scientist who 
had made fundamental contri- 
butions ro organic chemistry. 

Born in Stuttgart in 1926, he 
came {o England with his 
family in 1937. He was educated 
at Highgate Schoo! and the 
Imperial College of Science, He 
began his research career at 
Imperial College with Sir Iaa 
Heilbron and Professor {now 
Sir Ewart) Jouoes, studying the 
use of acetylenic compounds in 
organic synthesis, an interest 
which was to continue through- 
out his life. He obtained his 
PhD degree in 1948 and, after 
a further year at Tmperial Col- 
lege, went to. Harvard Univer- 
sity as a post-doctoral fellow. 
Here, as a collaborator of 
R. B. Woodward, he made his 
first major contribution to 
organic chemistry as a partici- 
pant in the first total synthesis 
of a non-aromatic steroid. This 
sy thesis was of significance in 

at a deliberate attempt was 
made to control and predict the 
stereochemistry of the reactions 


used, a procedure now manda-, 


tory in all natural product 
syntheses. This synthesis was 
readily eleaborated to prepare 
cholesterol and cortisone, then 
a compound of considerable 
medical importance. 
Sondheimer’s great talents as 
a synthetic chemist had now 
been fully recognized and he 
was asked whether he would 
like the post of Assistant 
Director of Research at the 
Srotex Pharmaceutical Com- 
Pary. then in Mexico. In this 
post he participatêed at an early 
stage hm what was to become 
one of the fastest growth com- 
panies in the United States. and 
his first collaborative paper 
was anly the fifty-seventh con- 
tributed from the Synitcx 
laboratory. There his achieve. 
ments included syntheses of 
cortisone, testosterone and 
norethisterone, a potent oral 
progesecterone, and numerous 
papers on the steroidal sapo- 
genins, a valuable plant source 


of steroids, He was also able to 
indulge in his love of solo 
flying. surveying Mexico's 


yolcanoes and visiting the then 
inaccessible Mayan ruins. 

In 1936 he left Mexico for 
Israel. where he hecame Head 
of the Organic Chemistry De- 
partment ûf the Wcirmann 
Jnstitute of Science, The Weir. 
main Instrute provided ideal 
conditions for the development 
of a rigorous research pro- 
gramme and, while continuing 
investigations on steroids, he 
turned his attention to terpene 
synthesis and again to acetylene 
chemistry. He reinvestigated an 
old reaction. the oxidative 
coupling of acetylenes bur nov, 
with rhe advantage nf madera 
chromatographic techniques. he 
was able to separate the poly- 
mierifc products and isolate 
cyclic polyacetylenes. These 
macrocyclic cûmpnouads, conc 
taining from 14 to 60 carbon 
atoms. could be isomerized to 
give fully conjugated molecules. 
In 1959, the gthemical world 
was startled by the annaunce- 
ment that the first macrnerclic 
analûfue of benzene hud been 
preparcd. 

The synthesis of (18) annul. 
ene, a compound with 18 carbon 
atoms and qise double bonds, 
was rapidly followed by the pre- 
paration of other miucrneyclie 
annulencs, and these compounds 
have heen of immense sizniti- 
cance to tlie devclopmcnt of the 
theory of organic chemistry, 
Erith Auckel had predicted i 
the 1930s thal conjugated cyclic 
campounds with an odd number 
of double bonds would be ben 
zene-like, whereas those with 
au even numher of double 
bonds wauld rot. At thut time
